There 
was no suggestion that he should pay £960 
for the half share. 

The sum of £964, if he had backed Bachelor 
Prince in the race, would have brought ma 
in over £64,000, and he would have con: 
sidered himself a lunatic if he had offered 
to pay that sum for a half share in the 
ticket. When Miss Murphy was at the Vic- 
toria Club she appeared thoroughly to look 
over the. forms which she signed and he did 
not hurry her in any way. When she had 
looked at the forms he asked her was she 
absolutely satisfied, and she asked him how 
much would she get out of the race if the 
horse was not placed, and he told her that 
she would have £964—that was, £250 from 
him and £714, the ‘‘runners money” from 
the hospitals’ sweep. She appeared to be 
quite satisfied. He paid her the £250, and 
there was no question about coming back at 
three o'clock for more. He did not mention 
anything about a bank in Manchester to Miss 
Murphy.

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REDUCING THE COST OF 
ELECTRICITY 


The extent to which continuous research 
has succeeded in reducing the cost of electri- 
city in recent years was described by Mr. E. 
B. Wedmore, director of the Electrical and 
Allied Industries Research Association, speak- 
ing at the angual general meeting in J.ondon. 
Mr. Wedmore said that the association kad 
been devoting a great deal of attention to the 
material used in developing steam plant 
capable of working at high temperatures and 
pressures. The difficulty was greater than 
might at first sight appear. They had to be 
sure that a boiler made to-day was si 1g to 
be good and safe for-service ten years heite, 
as it should be, and that problem was :; ot a 
simple one, The rate of progress tenended 
directly on research and the rate of exvend)- 
ture on research, but a great deal had been 
accomplished already. 

It had been suggested that the saving in 
coal which had been effected would cause the 
coal industry to suffer. The reduction in the 
cost of the unit, however, had undoubtedly 
been the primary cause of a great inerease in 
the sale of electricity. The sale had gone up 
by three times in ten years, so that, although 
the cost of coal per unit had been reduced 
by 40 per cent., the purchase of coal had 
gone up by 80 per cent. The attempts to get 
more out of coal would continue to lead to 
a greater consumption of coal.

The fault is with the Corporation, 
which has failed to do its duty as a Corpora- 
tion, and it is only when it has failed that it 
Should ask the Government to solve the 
problem for it. Here in this city you have 
the greatest resources of wealth in the country 
~the headquarters of the big industries, the 
home of the wealthiest people in the land. the 
greatest part of the country’s money is being 
spent in Dublin. Surely if there is unemploy 
ment in Dublin, if the ratepayers are in a 
better position to tackle the problem than the 
ratepayers of the other twenty-six counties, 
it is their duty to the unemployed of their 
city to do so. My reply to the Lord Mayor 
is that when he next goes to the '' hustings '' 
he should tell the people that he will 
see that the Dublin Corporation will do its 
duty to the unemployed, and that he will 
increase the rates by another ls. or 2s.

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MR. J. M. CARROLL’S 
i VIEWS 
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HE effects of price-cutting by certain 

retail tobacconists were discussed 

yesterday at a meeting of the Patents 
Commission held at 45 Merrion square. 
Dublin 

Mr. James M, Carroll, chairman of Messrs 
P. J. Carroll and Co., Ltd., gave evidence 
regarding the operations of hia firm and the 
steps taken to peeves the practice, adopted 
by certain retailers, of cutting prices. 

Mr, Carroll said that his firm had for a 
considerable time been considering the diffi- 
culties which faced retailers who were 
menaced by the numerous cut-price shops 
which had been opened. Manufacturers were 
faced with many legal difficulties in 
endeavouring to deal with the cut-price 
menace, and in particular in enforcing 
rigorously the sale terms under which the 
goods were issued to the public, 

The matter had been under consideration 

at the Tobacco Trade Guardian Society, of 
which his company was a member, and of 
which he was chairman. Ht was his opinion 
that manufacturers who sold goods under 
their registered trade marks should be 
placed in a position to ensure that their 
Fa should only be retailed at the prices 
ixed by the manufacturers. “This. appeared 
to be very necessary im the interests oí re- 
tailers and of the wehbe generally, inasmuch as 
the development of the cut-price shops was 
making it very difficult for retailers to earn 
their legilimate profit. Although at first 
this might be beneficial to the public, 
inasmuch as it enabled them to buy at a 
reduced price, in the long run it would not be 
of service to the public, because the result 
must be that the genuine retailers would be 
crippled by losing a considerable part of their 
trade. : 
It appeared to him that it would be bene- 
ficial if the new Trade Mark Act were to 
contain a provision under which the products 
of a particular manufacturer, manufactured 
and sold under his trade marks, could only 
be sold at the wholesale and retail prices 
fixed by him as the condition of his sale to 
the wholesalers and retailers 


A RESERVATION 


While making that recommendation he 
would emphasise that it would be desirable 
that no other sale condition save the sale 
price condition which he mentioned could be 
imposed in that way. The reason why he 
made that reservation was that otherwise it 
might be possible for a manufacturer having 
a as of goods in consideráble demand to 
make a stipulation, such as, for instance, that 
a rpetailet or wholesaler distributing his pro: 
ducts could not distribute or sell any similar 
products. Such a condition might result in 
the public’s not having an opportunity of 
making a selection, 

Another ‘instance of abuse might be the 
following: Suppose it were possible to attach 
a condition to trade-marked goods that 75 or 
100 per cent of advertising and display of 
goods in the retailer's premises must be of 
the goods of the proprietor of the trade mark. 
That would lead to prevention of legitimate 
competition, restraint of trade, and a virtual 
monopoly. His stggestion, which  repre- 
sented the result of many years’ experience, 
would be that that committee should recom- 
mend that manufacturers might attach a con- 
dition to the sale of their trade-marked goods 
that those goods should be sold only at 
scheduled prices, but that they should not be 
at liberty to attach any other condition to 


them. 

Replying to the Chairman (Mr. E. W. 
Proud, solicitor), Mr. Carroll said that his 
firm had its own system of marking its pro- 
ducts. but that it was a very costly pro- 
cedure to find out just through what 
channels those goods reached a _ cut-price 
shop, They might find their way from 
some shop in an out-of-the-way part of the 
country, a shop that might not be suspect 
by the firm. Goods were marked up to a

ee, the least known country in 

Europe, is still to most of usa land 
of mystery and romance, How could it Se 
otherwise when it is ruled by a King, 
young, handsome and brave, and whose 
name is Zog? But, alas, the exigencies 
and intrigues of international politics are 
fast drawing it into the limelight, and 
stripping it of its mystery. Unhappily 
for its people, it lies in a position of 
great strategic importance for Eastern 
jurope, and it is surrounded by two 
powerful and greedy neighbours, who cast 
covetous eyes on it. ts military im- 
portance lies in the fact that it is the key 
to the Adriatic, and also, as it were, a 
back door conveniently placed for an in- 
vasion of Jugo-Slavia by Italy. To secure 
ig back door and to prevent the bottling 
up of her ports on the Dalmatian coast, 
Jugo-Slavia attaches vital importance to 
the independence of the country, as the 
next best thing to occupying it herself. 
For, this identical reason Italy also covets 
the country, and would long ago have 
seized it by force—a kind of international 
banditry she specialises in—but for the 
knowledge that Jugo-Slavia would fight on 
such an issue. Thus, Italy has sought to 
reach her goal by more persuasive means, 
using gold rather than guns. Being in- 
finitely cleverer in this more subtle field 
than the rough and blunt Slavs, she has 
succeeded in creating for herself a posi- 
tion of predominance, which is yet, how- 
ever, far from amounting to a practical 
protectorate, as is generally supposed in 
Western Europe. 


The Old and the New 
Mr. J. Swire, an English traveller, who 


had been in the country as long ago as |. 


1924, paid a longer return visit in 1933, 
staying there nearly two years. - With 
his headquarters at Tirana, the tiny 
capital, he made expeditions all over the 
country, north and south, visiting the 
different races and clans which go to 
make up this sturdy nation. It.is a land 
in the throes of giving birth to new ideas 
and a modern outlook. Everywhere is 
the struggle between ancient and modern, 
the contrast between old and new. The 
struggle between the lazy and conserva- 
tive venality of the older generation and 
of the traditional ruling élass on the one 
hand, and the robust, almost fierce, 
idealistic nationalism of the rising and 
more educated younger generation on the 
other hand is the underlying theme of 
everything. The essential difference be- 
tween the two is well illustrated by the 
following quotations from Mr. Swire’s 
book. Krosi, King Zog’s old retainer 
and confidant, is under discussion, 


A Favour 


“An Albanian once told me a story of 
Essad Pasha’s servant to show how, in his 
view, Krosi gains his power. When Essad 
became powerful he told his faithful 
henchman he would be supported and well 
treated, but would have no influence. But 
the man craved one favour, which the 
Pasha granted; it was that whenever 
Essad saw him in a street or café he would 
call him and whisper in his ear: “‘ Go to 
hell.” Whea the gpeople saw Essad 
whispering they contladed the servant had 
great power, so he was able to grow rich 
and prosperous.”’ ásc ace 

The other side is shown by Mr. Swire’s 
young typist, a boy from the American 
Technical School, who came to type for him 
sometimes. ‘‘ A ragged creature, he spoke 
with patriotic fervour: ‘We must all work 
night and day for our country. If I work 
all the time my body will get stronger and 
stronger. Sleep is a waste of time when I 
might be working for my country.’ ”’ 

But with such good material at hand it 
is unfortunate that the book is so badly 
put together, personal reminiscences being 
inextricably mixed with historical digres- 
sions, so that it is well-nigh impossible to 
follow the thread of the narrative. 


Porridge for the Empress

The Flight of an Empress. By Wu Yung.

ECENTLY, in. that cinematograph 
feature, ‘‘The March of Time,” we 
saw something of modern China— 
squadrons of fighting aeroplanes, the 
soldiers of General Chang Kai-shek, the 
smart set of Shanghai’s Chinese quarter, 
Chinese cabaret shows and cocktail parties 
in glittering American or European 
settings, Chinese soda fountains, Chinese 
'buses—in fact, Shanghai as the picture 
showed it.made Dublin look like Bally- 
dehob. And in China thirty-eight years 
ago it required a considerable effort to 
move along the Dowager Empress and 
ssl entourage at the rate of ten miles per 
ay. 

Tz’u Hsi was.the last able leader of the 
Manchus, who had ruled China from the 
seventeenth century. When her husband 
died she became the dominant figure in 
the government of China, but she knew 
nothing of the world which was beginning 
to impinge upon her ancient country, 
with its cheque books, its railways, and 
its own form of civilisation. She was sub- 
ject to current superstitions and violent 
prejudices. She was able to rule China 
while that country remained free from 
external influence, but when the Boxers, 
whom the Dowager Empress had failed to 
treat drastically, proved utterly irrespon- 
sible and useless, and the foreign Powers 
jt aped at the chance of making China 
pay for the murdering of Christians, poor 
Tz’u Hsi behaved rather like a lost child. 

She fled from Peking, and that was how 
she came into contact with Wu Yung, 
who tells the story of her flight wi 
pathetic charm. When she met Wu Yung 
she had been two days without food, and 
all he could provide was a kettle full of 
millet porridge. ‘‘ After a while,” he 
writes, “I heard the sound of swift 
eating, and of porridge being drunk with 
inhaling breaths. as if the food were 
good.” Having fed, the Dowager Em- 
press smoked a water pipe, “she had a 
contented look, and her clothing was more 
in order.”’ 

Wu Yung had made such an impres- 
sion with his porridge and other comforts 
that he was made Purveyor to the 
Empress, very much against his will. He 
had to travel on the imperial] flight, in 
which the staff and accoutrements soon 
were brought up to standard, as it were,

Anabasis. A Poem by St. J. Perse. Trans- 
lated by T. S. Eliot. Lendon: Faber. 5/- net. 


66 BELIEVE that this-is a piece of 
writing of the same importance 
as the later work of Mr. James Joyce, 
as valuable as Anna Livia Plurabelle. And 
this is a high estimate, indeed,’’ writes 
Mr. Eliot in hig short introduction. 
_ Criticism of a work as obscure as this 
demands, first of all, a justification for such 
obscurity. In the classical periods of the 
literary past, and also in the early romantic 
period (we must remember that “Don 
Juan ” was a best-seller), good literature 
spread right through the reading public. 
In our own times, however, with the evolu- 
tion of romanticism, through symbolism, 
imagism, etc,, the public capable of appre- 
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> 
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ciating good literature has become pro- 
gressively narrowed. Mr. Joyce reflects 
this tendency in his own development: 
“The Portrait ” reached a wide public, 
“Ulysses” is undoubtedly difficult, though 
seldom obscure, but the fragments of 
“ Work in Progress ” are so obscure that 
it is. doubtful whether any one out- 
side Mr. Joyce’s own circle of 
friends is capable of comprehending 
their full meaning, With the surrealist 
movement, which is the death-mask on 
romanticism, the work can only attain its 
full significance within the mind of the 
author who himself creates it. Obscurity 
has become in the West a part of the living 
tradition into which such a writer as M. 
Perse isthrown. (‘‘Anabasis’’ was written 
in 1928; since then there has been a 
reaction to the Left of this “ escapist ”’ 
tradition in America and France, and later 
in England, towards “ Socialist realism,’”’ 
which is not obscure.) It is against this 
background that “ Anabasis’’ must be 
considered. 


The Restless Spirit 


It is a prose-poem in ten parts, with an 
opehing and closing “song.” The first 
** song ’’ expresses the restlessness of the 


spirit before 3¢ sets out. on its eternal 


journey. The poem itself concerns thig 


j,Jjourney, the restless spirit of civilisation, 


the Stranger who founds the city, becomes 
aware of its.corruption, leading to restless- 
ness again; the new journey through the 
desert towards a fresh civilisation ; further 
restlessness, leading this time to journey 
by sea: 

‘“* Plough-land of dream! Who talks of 
building’—I have seen the earth par- 
celled out in vast spaces, and my thought 
is not estranged from the navigator.”’ 

The final song is in some respects the 
key to the whole poem; for it expresses 
the attitude of the author, his vision from 
a distance, without joy, without bitter- 
ness: ‘‘ And not that a man be not sad, 
but arising before day and biding cir- 
cumspectly in the communion of an old 
tree, leaning his chin on the last fading 
star, he beholds at the end of the fast- 
ing sky great things and pure that un- 
fold to delight.” 


Great ‘Spaces 


The poem depends for its effect on 
the succession of images impinging on 
the reader’s mind, to build up a con- 
summate effect of travel through great 
spaces, the fragility of human civilisation, 
its inherent tendency to corruption. 
“There is a logic of the imagination as 
well as a logic of concepts’’ (T. $. Eliot), 
or, more scientifically, the poem depends 
on the reasoning of the sub-conscious 
mind, not of the conscious. Throughout 
there are es..of. rare suggestive 
beauty—when the travellers come out 
of the desert at last: “Such a long 
time now 
what did we know of those things which 
are perishable? . . . and sudden at our 
feet the first smokes ...’’ (Notice the 
stress obtained on “ perishable.’’) When 
the travellers are resting in the new city 
after their journey the effect of relaxed, 
contemplative vision is rendered by: 
‘‘ Select a wide hat with the brim seduced. 
The eye withdraws by a century into the 
provinces of the soul. Through the gate 
of living chalkswe see the things of the 
plain: living things, excellent things!”

Mr. Studge, the Medium; The Life of 
Daniel Dungias Home. By Horace Wyndham.

ET it be set down at once that Mr. 
Wyndham, at the end of three 
hundred pages, still leaves ‘it an open 
question as to whether this nineteen h 
century “ medium ” was mystic or 1m- 
postor. What he does is to give us a com- 
prehensive account of Mr. Homes’s rise to 
fame, and the storm that raged about this 
curious individual, born in March, 1833, 
at Currie village, om banks of the 
Water of Leith, near EE us district 
afterwards made famous by rt Louis 
Stevenson. 

At the same time one seems to discern 
in the author's style a genial scepticism 
which persists to the final “sentence:

‘* Home, the Humbug " 

The ordinary “ man in the street ” has 
every excuse for bewilderment when he 
finds that while scientists of the calibre of 
Darwin, Faraday, Huxley and Tyndall re- 
garded Home’s “ phenomena '' with some- 
thing very near contempt, other men of 
scientific distinction; though in a lesser 
degree, such as Crookes, Barrett, de 
Morgan and Russell Wallace, lent their 
support to the medium. It was Browning 
who dubbed him “ Mr. Sludge,’’ and 
Dickens who christened him “ Home, the 
Humbug.”’ Not only did the professional 
conjurers, such as Maskelyne and Houdini, 
demonstrate that they could reproduce all 


natural means, but a contemporary of 
Home, an amateur conjurer named 
Addison, did everything in the repertoire 
of Home and the other mediums. He 
floated in the air above the heads of his 
audience, escaped from locked boxes, and 
made concertinas and guitars burst. into 
melody without being touched. Unable to 
account for these marvels in any other way 
the spiritualists calmly asserted that 
Addison, himself, was really a medium. 
Some of them said the same thing about 
Maskelyne and Houdini. 


A Green Bay Tree 


The credulity of famous. men in the 
matter of spiritualism’ has been demon- 
strated again and again. Conan Doyle 
was a champion of Home, bunt he was 
also a champion of Mrs. Hayden, an 
American, who visited England in 1852, 
despite G. H. Lewes’s encounter with the 
lady. Lewes, who seems to have been 
sadly lacking in reverence, attended one 
of Mrs. Hayden’s séances, and demanded 
the summoning of a goddess of Greek 
mythology whom he named. Mrs. Hayden, 
always ready to oblige, announced that 
the * individual named ' was present, and 
had ‘‘ passed over” in 1847, the mother 
of six children. On being assured that 
the spirits would respond to mental

N the March issue oí “Ireland To-day " 
Father McSwiney, of Kinsale, deals 
with a subject that should be of interest 
to every municipality in this country : the 
relation of craftsmanship in the past with 
vocational] education in the present, Kin- 
sale has evidently a past—rich not alone 
in historical reliqnes, bat rich Also in the 
work of its craftsmen. This article tells 
of the decision of the local council that 
the technical school about to be erected 
in Kinsale should include a museum, to 
house surviving examples of local furni 
ture, metal-work, illuminated MSS. and 
charters. The Kinsale Council is to be 
congratulated on its decision, and we are 
glad that the scheme has found a voice 
in Father McSwiney’s. article. 

Donal McCarthy writes a constructive 
article on the “ National Control of 
Water Resources.” He deals cogently 
with the factors that affect and arise from 
water supply. He advocates bog drainage, 
coupled with. afforestation, to maintain 
an equable flow throughout the year ; ad- 
vocates a ‘‘ water grid,” nationalised and 
looped, as in the case of electricity, 
and suggests control- centralised in a 
national water board.

Nine families had to be housed in the 
schoolrooms in St. Patrick's Schools, 
Drumcondra, as a result of flooding by the 
River Tolka, at Drumcondra Bridge. The 
row of cottages beside the river on the 
Glasnevin side of the bridge, known as 
Virgin square, which has continually 
suffered from flooding, was badly affected 
when the fresh on the river met the rising 
tide late last night. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin, Mr. Belton, 
T.D., Mrs. Belton, and Mr. Alfred Byrne 
(jun.) drove to the place and assisted in 
helping the families to remove necessary 
articles from the cottages which had 
suffered most. The Lord Mayor sent a 
message to the Very Rev. Dr. Cullen, 
Principal of St. Patrick’s Training College, 
who authorised the Rev. Father Twomey 
to open the schools, and clear the benches 
out to make room for the homeless people. 
Among these were two invalids and two 
sick people, all of whom were removed to 
hospital in the Corporation ambulance and 
the Dublin Board of Assistance ambulance. 
A number of Civic Guards from the local 
station, under the direction of Sergeant 
Curry, helped with the removal of the 
people, and Mr. Patrick Early, Relieving 
Officer, had a number of beds and a 
quantity of bedding provided from the 
Dublin Board of Assistance.

adjourned generally. 
WHAT A SERGEANT FOUND 


Sergeant Cornelius Coghlan, Carrigbyrne, 
described the appearance of the body of 
Redmond, which was lying at the time 
outside a caravan owned by the deceased 
man. Among articles which he had found 
in the clothing was a leatherette purse, 
containing a sovereign, a pound note, a ten 
shilling note, one shilling and a si¥penny 
piece. A passport in the name of the 
deceased man, a cover of an Ulster Bank 
deposit receipt, and an unemployment 
assistance form were found by Guard 
Kearney in the carayan. 

On February the 8th the witness said he 
took possession of various articles of cloth- 
ing found in the house of the accused man, 
and brought them to the State Pathologist 
for examination. 


CYCLING TESTS 


Detective Sergeant Breen, Wexford, 
stated that in March he made experiments 
in walking and cycling in connection with 
the case. He cycled from Camross Cross to 
Redmond’s caravan without a lamp. The 
journey took twenty-two and a half 
minutes. 

He next cycled from the gate outside 
the caravan to Cleary’s lane, which is a 
short cut from Tottenham Green to Kil- 
garvan. He wheeled the bicycle along the 
lane until he reached the entrance to 
Goatstown lane, on the Kilgarvan road. 
He then cycled from there to the farm of 
the accused man in Kilgarvan ; crossed his 
land to the place where a bicycle was 
found. He delayed there five minutes, and 
walked to the haggard of the accused man, 
delayed five minutes at a hay rick, and 
then walked to his house. It took him an 
hour and thirteen minutes. 


A GUN LICENCE 


Superintendent M. Feeney, New Ross, 
deposed that he was the officer in charge 
of the issue of firearms.certificates for the 
area in which the accused man resided, He 
ha EiO a public account book kept by 
imself, showing an ‘entry. of an application 
male by Hornick on September 11th, 1926, 
wits. a fee of fige shillings; for a limited 
firearms certificate which was issued in 
respect of a single-berrel breech-loading 
shot-gun. 
Mr. J. R. Brennan (for the accused 
man) objected to the manner in which the 
witness proved the issue of the certificate. 
A previous certificate was issued to the 


the witness’s predecessor, Superintendent 
Bugyy. 

The witness said that he arrested Hor- 
nick, on whom he found a cheque for £15, 
signed “ R. S. Watchorne.”’ 


SENT FOR TRIAL 


This closed the evidence, and Mr. 
Brennan reserved his defence. : 

The Justice, in sending the case for trial, 
said that while it would be very improper 
of him to comment on-the evidence, he 
could not refrain from stating that the 
depositions, which numbered eighty-four, 
disclosed the enormous amount of work 
done by the Guards, and the utmost pos- 
sible credit was due to Superintendents 
Farrell and Feeney, and all the members 
of the force in the division. He also 
expressed his deep appreciation of the 
manner in which Mr. Haugh presented the 
case. 

Mr. Brennan said it was a privilege to 
him to meet an advocate like Mr. Haugh, 
and he joined with the Justice in saying 
that the Guards had done their work well 
in the case.

SNOWFALLS HOLD UP

SALAMANCA, Friday. 

Rain and sleet, and occasional falls of 
snow, appeared to have hindered the 
insurgents from achieving anything spec- 
tacular in the bid to encircle Madrid from 
the North-East to-day. 

The Tajuna valley, the main line of the 
attack to cut Madrid’s fortifications, has 
been rendered virtually impassable to 
tanks and mechanised units. Activities 
were, therefore, concentrated on ‘* clean- 
ing up” the insurgents’. right. flank, 
where there are scores of scattered villages, 
some of them infested. by Government 
troops. 

The villages of Trijueque, Membrillera, 
Cogolludo, Monasterio and Veguillas have 
already fallen, and the insurgents’ front 
positions now stretch in an unbroken line 
fifteen miles long. 

The Madrid militiamen have been fight- 
ing desperately, and casualties have been 
high ; but the insurgents’ superior force is 
stated to be “‘ proving irresistible.”’ 


GENERAL'S ORDER 

The battle for the capture of Trihueque, 
a few miles south of Valdearenas, was 
particularly hard-fought, Among the 
prisoners taken in this battle were, it is 
stated, two Italian officers of the 
Republican ‘‘ Garibaldi Battalion.”

When 1 left Dublin this morning it was 
“raining heavily. - Between Lucan and 
Leixlip water was pouring down a side 
‘turning into the main road like a river, 
carrying large stones with it, A short 
distance further along about twenty feet of 
a high wall on the Liffey side of the road 
had collapsed, and the water was pouring 
down from the ‘roadway, and making a 
river bed for itself on its way to the Liffey, 
Not fifty yards beyond. this point water 
flooded the roadway again to a depth of 
several inches. 

Telegraph Ea in the neighbourhood of 
Leixlip had been blown down; and lines- 
men were at work endeavouring to restore 
cummunications. . The electric light was 
off in both Leixlip and Maynooth. 

Outside Maynooth the rain changed to 
snow, and an Automobile Association 
scout told me that he understood the main 
roads were clear from Dublin to Mullingar 
and from Dublin to Tuam. The road 
between Mullingar and Kells was reported 
to be blocked. 

All around the countryside many fields 
have been flooded, and ice has formed on 
top of the. water in some districts. Snow 
continued to fal) throughout the day, and 
many of the side roads are badly blocked 
with snow.. The motorists who found the 
road to Dalystown virtually impassable 
turned their cars hastily and returned to 
their homes, fearing that the heavy fal] 
of snow to-day would hamper their 
‘retreat. ”’ 

Railwaymen working on the repairs to 
the track stated this afternoon that they 
had heard of an unusual accident between 
Float and Ballywillan on the line to Cavan. 
A crossing gate is said to have blown open 
while a goods train was passing, knocking 
a truck in the middle of the train off the 
line. This is the second crossing gate 
accident in two days, as the 3 p.m. train 
from Dublin to Galway crashed through 
the level crossing at Athenry.

ee 


A CATHOLIC MAN OF 
SCIENCE 

The Mendel Medal Award, which comme- 
morates the work of the famous Augustinian 
monk, Father Gregor Mendel, who evolved 
the laws of heredity, has been awarded to the 
Rev. Pare Teilhard de Chardin, 8.J., for 1937. 
Pare de Chardin, who is a missionary in 
China, has long been renowned among 
paleontologists for his research work in Asia, 
particularly in regard to early man and the 
contemporaneous animal world. This award, 
which is made annually to an outstanding 
Catholic man of science, has been announced 
by the Very Rev. Edward Stanford, 0.5.A., 
President of Villanova College, Pennsylvania. 
Father de Chardin has been associated with a 
number of important expeditions in Asia, 
notably the Roy Chapman Andrews Expedi- 
tion to Mongolia, the Chinese-Swedish Asiatic 
Expedition, and the Yale North India Expe- 
dition in 1935, which was headed by Dr. de 
Terra, of the Academy of Natural Sciences. 
Father de Chardin first became Interested in 
the study of early man in France, where he 
studied under the famous paleontologist, Pro- 
fessor Boule, at the University of Paris, and 
received his Doctorate in Philosophy. Among 
Father de Chardin’s more important contri- 
butions to science are those on the antiquity 
of man as far hack as the Ice Age im regions 
of Asia now little inhabited and virtually 
barren. He was also associated with the ex- 
cavation work in connection with the cele- 
brated Peking Man in China. Father de 
Chardin is at present associated with the 
Caenozoic Research Laboratory, a branch cf 
the National Geographic Survey of China, 
which is largely supported by the Rockefeller 
Foundation.

TO BE COMPLETED IN 
TWELVE MONTHS 


The land utilisation survey of Ireland, 
which is at present in progress, was dealt 
with by Mr. T. W. Freeman in a lecture to 
the Geographical. Society of Ireland in 
Academy House, Dublin, last night. The first 
part of the Society’s mission, he said, was to 
produce a land utilisation map of the Dublin 
area, and towards this end much work had 
been done. Much remained to be done and 
the map would not be completed for about 
another year, although a number of voluntary 
workers had been adding to it constantly 
during the year since the inauguration of the 
scheme. 

It would be wise to plan the extension of 
Dublin so that there would be open spaces 
provided in the new housing areas, not 
necessarily parks, On the North side, so far, 
few such spaces had been provided, and on 
the other side the outlying villages were in 
some Gases being incorporated with the city

region, It would also help planners of the 
future to avoid the repetition of past errors, 
and would show the importance of a green 
belt around the city. e members of the 
Society hoped to see similar maps produced 
for other parts of Ireland in the near future, 
and already one worker had undertaken the 
mapping of the area around Waterford, 
Dr. R. Lioyd Praeger presided.
